’ Five weeks from now Atlanta’s peo- 
ple must decide. From 85 candidates we 
must choose new leaders who will di- 
rect this city on its future way. The 
voter’s future and the kind of life his chil- 
dren will have here depend now on the 
voter’s judgment.

Mr. Hartsfield knows from his own 
experience the futility of the “back al- 
ley” political campaign in which candi- 
dates bring their own cheering sections 
to’ speak in near-empty halls.

And the 
stakes are too big for chance judgments. 
We hope the television stations can heed 
the mayor’s call for them to stage some 
public service forums, giving the peo- 
ple a good look at the candidates on that 
medium.

At Least Be Thankful 
For. Scraps From Table 


In butchering President Kennedy’s 
farm program, Congress left some 
scrapings that most taxpayers will ap- 
preciate. 

The huge wheat stockpile has been a 
costly headache for years. It still is. But 
under the bill agreed upon farmers would 
be forced to cut next year’s wheat plant- 
ing allotment and would get payments 
based on 45 per cent of the normal yield 
of the idle land. 

Although that amounts to paying 
farmers not to farm, it would save hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in storage 
costs and at the same time should cut 
into the existing surplus. 

It is not a perfect solution. But at least 
it represents an improvement of sorts. 
Wheat is a major contributor to the high 
costs of an agricultural surplus which the 
United States pays huge amounts to store 
while so many of the world’s people, in- 
cluding a large number in this country, 
are undernourished. 

Why the geniuses in Congress cannot 
produce a workable program to use our 
agricultural abundance more fully to re- 
duce hunger abroad and why some local- 
level administrators of the national sur- 
plus food program cannot or will not see 
to it that the hungry are fed should weigh 
heavily on the consciences of those re- 
sponsible for such bumbling.

Still, a 
singular hero, one man standing out erect against the great collec- 
tive backdrop of the cold war, does now and then raise his un- 


terrified head. 

Such a man is Amintore Fan- 
fani, the Premier of Italy. He has 
taken his stand, moreover, from a 
power base that is very small in a 
country that has borne many hard 
times. And that country will al- 
most certainly be crushed under 
the wheels of tanks if the giants, 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union, ever actuaily come to war. 


In his Moscow confrontation 
with Nikita Khrushchev, Fanfani 
has plainly taken a line of. honor- 
able toughness and determination 
unexcelled by allied colleagues 
from incomparably more power- 
ful countries. 

This meeting was far more than 
this. It was an achiigly apt tab- 
leau of the differences between 
West and East, as perfectly sym- 
bolized by these two men and all 
they have and are. 

Here, “standing up” all the way 
to the head of the immense, 
brooding hulk that is international 
communism, was an exact person- 
ification of what we mean by a 
phrase some do not use any more 
in this time of machines and mon- 
oliths, The phrase is ‘Western 
civilization.”’ 

The long story of that civiliza- 
tion would be a shorter and poor- 
er story, indeed, but for Rome— 
whether one thinks of ““Rome’”’ as 
the cradle of Christian faith or 


simply as the universal capital of 
the finest works, in art, in archi- 
tecture, in the good life in gener- 
al, which that world has ever 
known. 

Here was Western man, the heir 
to centuries of fairness, of free 
government, confronting Eastern 
man, the symbol of a politics of 
brutality in a place of faceless 
men without pride in past or hope 
for future except for what might 
come from a frowning and shut- 
tered thing called the Soviet state. 

The Westerner, Fanfani, had 
come from a land which has the 
largest Communist minority with- 
in any country of the free world. 

The Easterner, Khrushchev, is 
troubled by no minority. Nor is he 
hampered by the memories of far 
more than 2,000 years of continui- 
ty which lay upon Western states- 
men the deep necessity to think of 
the great past as well as of the 
dangerous future. 

Whether Fanfani’s mission to 
Moscow will win him praise and 
new strength at home, this cor- 
respondent cannot say. But one 
thing is sure. Fanfani of Italy— 
already the most faithful of all the 
partners in the Western alliance— 
is today a great man in the United 
States of America, among its lead- 
ing politicians and its people 
alike.

On Friday, the Soviet notes to 
the Western powers on Berlin and 
Germany were published here. 
Moscow asserted it was ready to 
negotiate on Berlin but only on 
its own terms. It demanded that 
talks be confined to the negotia- 
tion of a peace treaty that would 
recognize the present division of 
Germany. 


The Western powers previously 
had rejected this proposal and 
called for German unity through 
free elections. 


Early Sunday morning it was 
revealed that a three-day meeting 
of Warsaw Pact members had 
ended Saturday.

Houk, of course, didn't suffer so severely when, during the re- 
cent second All-Star game interlude, he marched off with his rod 
and reel. When he returned he learned that American League Presi- 
dent Joe Cronin had suspended him for five days and fined him $250 
for his rumpus with umpire Ed Hurley. Like fish, managers are 


bound to get in trouble if they don’t keep their mouths shut. 


Actually, managers should have learned years ago that fish- 


ing carries a singularly ill omen where haseball is concerned.

1934, Max Carey, only recently inducted in the 


Hall of Fame, was eagerly looking forward to his third season 
as manager of the Dodgers. A week before the training season, 
Max, who lived in Miami Beach, invited a reporter friend to 
join him in a day of fishing in his motor boat, Lolling in his seat, 
occasionally hauling in a scrappy kingfish, Max discussed his 
plans for the campaign ahead, what trades he had in mind, and 


so forth. 


When he returned home there was a telegram awaiting him. It 
“You have been dropped as manager. Further details follow- 
ing by mail.’ 

Minutes later the phone rang. Max excused himself to answer 
the call. When he returned he said, ‘‘Who do you think that was? 
That was Casey Stengel.

‘‘He said the Dodgers had offered him the job as manager 


but that if I in any way felt sore about it he’d have no part of it. 
I told him ‘Don’t be silly. I'm through. If you don’t take it they’ll 
hire somebody else. So by all means take it.’ ”’ 


Two years later Casey was to suffer a similar fate with the 
Dodgers, although there is no record that on the day he got fired 
for Casey never did care much for 
fishing and, besides, even then he was too sharp to get himself 
trapped in that fashion.

In 1922 there was an utterly fantastic case which indirectly im © 
volved a manager and resulted in that manager losing one of his 
best pitchers. The pitcher was Shufflin’ Phil Douglas, an odd char- 
acter, not overly bright but a right smart pitcher for the Giants. 
What led to his undoing was a violent dislike of his manager, who 


happened to be John J. McGraw. 


On the eve of an important series with the Cardinals, Phil's 


hatred took a strange turn. He wrote a letter to one of the 
Cards, Leslie Mann, confiding that he couldn’t bear the thought 
of winning another pennant for McGraw. And so, the letter went 


on, if the Cards could 


scrape up a minor consideration, just 


enough to cover expenses, he, Shufflin’ Phil, would shuffle off on 
a fishing trip for the entire series while the great McGraw 


stewed in his rage. 


However, with the Black Sox World Series scandals of 1919 still 
in mind, Mann turned the letter over to the commissioner, the late 
Judge K. M. Landis, who promptly banished Douglas for life. Some 
thought the sentence a trifle harsh for what at worst was a pretty 
dumb thing to do. But in the light of the other scandals, the judge, 
whose major task was to restore the public’s confidence in the game, 


felt this was no time for half measures. 


The moral of it all is that if baseball folks want to remain happy 


they had better leave fishing in troubled waters to others.

Taunting white youths, throwing 
punches and eggs, charged an in- 
tegrationist picket line here Sat- 
urday night. Club-swinging police 
broke up the melee, arresting 15 
Negroes and white persons. 


Two youths—one white, one Ne- 
gro—were treated at a hospital 
for bumps and bruises. 


The racial outburst occurred 
outside a supermarket chain store 
just before closing time. The pre- 
dominantly Negro picket line, 
which had grown during the night 
to about 40 demonstrators, ac- 
cused the store of discrimination 
by refusing to hire Negroes as 
clerks. 


Two hours later, a_ singing, 
chanting crowd of about 75 Ne- 
groes demanding to be jailed 
marched on city police headquar- 
ters but no further arrests were 
made. 


Negro leaders called a mass 
meeting at a Baptist church Sun- 
day afternoon’ and declared an- 
other march would be made on 
police headquarters where one 
picket remained in custody by 
her own choice. 


A crowd of about 500 filled 
every pew of the church and 
flowed into the lobby. Most were 
Negroes but a few were white. 


In two hours of speech-making, 
the leaders asserted the number 
of pickets at four target stores 
of the grocery chain would be 


doubled and _ tripled.

The group also alleged the sher- 
iff failed to account for a differ- 
ence of $1,141 between the amount 
of cash bonds and money paid 
the clerks of the city or Superior 
courts. 


Thomas set a bearing on the 
request for Aug. 18 and ordered 
the commissioners to file defen- 
sive pleadings before Aug. 14. 


Tech Wins Top Awards 


In Alumni Contests 


_ Georgia Tech has taken top awards in national alumni competi- 
tions, breaking all of its previous records for alumni-giving during 


the 1960-61 fiscal year. 


In “‘percentage of alumni con- 
tributions to a fund drive,” a 
new Tech record of 44.2 per cent 
eclipsed the old record of 43.1 
per cent set in 1956-57. Tech is 
the only public institution of high- 
er learning in the country with 
over 40 per cent participation by 
its alumni in every fund drive 
during the past five years. 


Tech also received awards in 
competitions sponsored by the 
American Alumni Council in 
‘number of alumni giving to a 
fund drive,’’ with 11,603, some 
1,430 over the previous record, 


ranking with schools having over 
60,000 alumni, compared to Tech’s 
26,000. In ‘‘total funds contri- 
buted to a roll call,’’ Tech out- 
did last year’s record gifts’ with 
$237,844 from alumni gifts alone. 


Recently Tech received a first- 
place award for the best single 
dues and membership letter of 
the year in a direct mail cam- 
paign, and for alumni news in 
The Georgia Tech Alumnus. Tech 
also received a newly created 
$1,000 award for ‘“‘sustained per- 
formance in alumni-giving by a 


public institution.”
